He argued that Communism was 
not' primarily an Eastern Institu- 
tion, and that It was foreign to 
tho Asiatic peoples. Mao-Tso- 
Tung is regarded by tho Chinese 
as an admirable man who has tak- 
en a strong and dQtermlned stand 
against tho luted wliltes,. Dr. 
Hare said, and he suggested tliat 
by accepting Hod China Into tho 
UN, "We would bo taking the 
props from under him." 

Ted Hiiggcscn, now n prao 
tlclng Montreal hin-jer, was' 
first (ipenker for tho nej-ntive. 
(piloting from tlio IJ.N clnirtor, 
Iluggoiien nsUed liou- a nation 
that Just cumniitted iin net uf 
nggre.siilon, con bo udiiiittetf in- 
to Uio UN, wiiose' very princi- 
ples aire opposed to aggression' 
of any kind. Ho felt that "Ad- 
mitting the Coiiiiiiiinliit govern- 
uient into tho U.\ would iiienii 
Bubiidtiou to their tactics." 
Such an act would kUl tho UN 
as tile aggression ot Italy 
braught deuUi to tho Ijcagiic of 
Nations, lluggesei^ ended on llio 
note that not only slioiiM iliu 
Communist govcriuiient not be 
admitted Imincdhitciy, but that 
it should not ho admitted so 
long as It remains on aggres- 
sor. 

DR. DUT1UË 

Professor Dutliie lesunied the 
debate for tho uflirmativo, saying 
that tho UN is not dedicated to 
any one party or rfno sot of moral 
values; therefore because wo op' 
po3o Communism is no reason 
why we should turn our backs to 
It. Ho malnlaiiied that "To e.xciu- 
do a government which is a gov 
crnraout simply because wo oppose 
it would be to cut at tho root of 
the whole United Nations Organ 
izatlon. "Why should Russia not 
bo thrown out on tho grounds 
that sho Is an aggressor, I'rofes- 
tior Dut llio asked. Ho concluded, 
Ktating Hint Hed Clilna in tho UN 
would "condemn herself by her 
own mouth," and by excluding 
Ivor we are regarded as tlio ag 
gressor.
